At that time Mr. Moody said he would 
make a statement to the public as soon 
as he had leisure; explaining the fman- 
ner in whicu he lived and the way ip 
which support had been tendered to 
him, but yesterday he expressed his 
determination not to take any notice 
of such attacks on account of the false 
construction which might be placed ona 
public statement. Mr. Moody has never 
piaced himself under obligations by 
receiving money from any denomina- 
tional society, and does not receive any 
salary or direct payment tor his preach - 
ing, thus holding himself free from all 
denominational restraints, aud at lib- 
erty to attack any wrong wherever he 
may encounter it.

Epitrors Cossrrretion: The graves of 
the Confederat« <lead at this place were 
decorated this morning by the ladies of 
Covington and vicinity. Atthe vroper 
hour the cemetery was filled with peo- 
ple of all ages. Handsome carriages 
brought those from a distance, and 

Covington’s “beauty and her chivalry” 
were there to do honor io the dead 
heroes of the late war—men who had 
fought and died under the noblest ban- 
ner that ever floated over a martial 
host. And though that banner was 
furled longago, the memorial associa- 
tion of Covington still keeps its mem- 
ory green in their hearts. At 10 o’clock 
the graves had been tastefully and 
beautifully decorated ; the flowers were 
sweetly kissing the green turf, the 
balmy breath pe ge was gently fan- 
ning the graves; while its gloom was 
lightened by the bright eyes of Coving- 
ton’s daughters.

W asHINGTON, April 27.— The amend- 
ments which Senator Morrill of Ver- 
moot to-day submitted and gave notice 
that he should offer to the pending bill 
in regard to silver coin, are as follows: 
Make the weight of the new silver dol- 
ler 450 grains instead of 412 grains 
troy. Makethe new silver dollars ex- 
changeable by the secretary of the 
treasury for United States notes of the 
denominations less than five dollars 
commencing with the lowest.

In place of Senator Bogy’s amendment 
to tix the legal relative values of gold 
and silver at 151-2 tol, Mr. Morrill 
proposes to make it 17 1-2 to 1.
